Ho expressed himself happy in hiving bean 
an opportunity to meet tho electors, that they might 
ha ve an opportunity of fairly judging his public con- 
duct during iha late session, lie hart intended to call 
upon them voluntarily, but he had no hesitation in' 
asjing thst he deemed it much better as it w*i— that 
" y h»d requested bin to meet them. Ho might be 
iwed to ssy, at the bomoaencoment, that he did not 
aspire to any oratorical pretensions, but stood ready 
to give a faithful and honest statement of his eon- 
duet sines he had been olosted iOne of their rspro.

Bill, having been once passed, ho considered that it 
would bo a breach of j-ood faith to disturb it, and 
above alt things representatives of the people must 
preserve tho pnlilic good raiih. as inviol- 
able. Ho had voted ogatnst any now 
pensions, nnd would continue to oppose 
sny incrcssa to tho list with tho exception of pensions 
to the Judges— nnd he considered that ttnue disabled 
by wounds, received in Lho serrtco of their couniry, 
ahould have ptovision rnoda for Ihooi also, It was 
his fixed belief thnt all public servants had tho same 
responsibility upon them of making dno provision for 
their families as those in privaie omploynlSnt. (Hoar, 
hear.) They had the same opportunities for aeouirin" 
competence, and if they desired to eniuio their fasii. 
lies rrom want, in tha event of thtir own death, the 
life aasoranco oihcea were as opentothgot as to others, 
(Laud cheers,) That would be n baiter plan than to 
depend upon pensions. The noit subject was 
a question on which he (Mr. FL) was 
considered behind tho age — tho question of 
railways, le wot n subject tn whioh. all 
were largely interested, and he was bmtj thst lie felt 
compelled lo toko n different view lo llioic pnpul arly 
entertained. Now, in private business— snd he did 
not seo why public and private transactions should bo 
I regarded aa differing so materially from each other 
thst they could nut ba placed in comparison -s man 
ton ought to know (or at least have a good idea ot) the 
probable cost of any great undertaking before he em- 
barked in it, This pi in -ennui derm) essential tn auo- 
cens— had been neglected hitherto in railway matters, 
and what was Ihe result! The colony was some two 
to two and a half millions in debt, and what had been 
gsined ! A rnilwav to Liverpool, and a railway from 
somewhere to Newcastle, nr from Newcastle 
to Mailland or somewhere else.

It was his f/Mr, H.'a ) opinion that piblic opinion re- 
specting railways had been extravsgsntand erroneous, 
and still was so in a groat degree. There was little 
or no prodnco in oxlsumeo Hmt oould ho sent by tho 
railways alreatly opened, for n long time at least. The 
put expEricueo on railway construction in Otis colony 
nsd Shown an ignorant and wasteful expenditure. He 
(Mr, B.) must Rave better data than those supplied by 
the present examples before ho could support a heavy 
expenditure. The cells had been twofold: Fitai, 
ftom want of knowledge of the subject i and, eetondly, 
incompetency and want of duo oare on the part of 
those entrusted 1 with carrying out lho details. He 
had not the slightest intention of impugning lho 
honour of tho Commissioners, hut he did net 
think thoy had taken sullleient corn. The system now 
pursued waa also too expensive. Mo thought that iho 
country could not get on without railways, but thoy 
must ho of a ohcaiicr kind, as great speed was not re- 
quired. His (Mr. H/w) theory was, that lho country 
to tho west, north, and south ought to ba surveyed, in 
the first instance | thou oJfero inviting tenders could be 
held out to English companies, payment to ba made in 
land at intervals along the lines j the railways could 
be secured to tho companies for a certain term, nnd 
then revert to tho eo!ony~tha companies keeping the 
land originally granted as compensation. Tho question 
of railways ought not to bo left in its p resent atace t he 
thought the position a false one, end that a heavy 
national debt would aoon accrue, which, if 
not curbed in time, might assume such pro- 
portions that it would yet bs difficult lo pay 
tho interest, if net impossible to liquidate the principal. 
In reference to the new regulations connected with tbo 
management of the gold-Solds, he aimed with the 
principle of the ii, Cel. per or. airport dutv, and 
thought the principles ef the late alterations were 
good ones, . If the new arrangements continued to give 
the same satisfaction as they appeared in haso done, 
and if tha system proved to uo n correct one, ho 
thought tho diggers well deserved the principles of 
local government. The asBOrismont on stack, although 
called a ctass.tax, was vlimatly the same principle in 
s different form. Be (Mr. H.) had lately read many 
official papers respecting the expenditure iti tha un, 
settled districts, and ho was surprised to dud thst it 
was mueh hosvler then ho bad anticipated. Thspeliee, 
the transit of mails, end oiher items, were attended 
with much expense, which, if net paid hy a revenue 
raiaed from the disuicis receiving those hansftts, ths 
latter would be under a charge of absorbing what they 
worn not justly entitled to. These so-oalled clrtss- 
taxeswero nkessary, until ihoy could be rephused by 
general measures. Property, which claimed to be re- 
presented, ought, in hia opinion, to pay a fair share of 
taxation (hear, heir), and he thought the time had 
arrived for the change (cheers). If n general measure 
of Ibis nature were brought into force, closs-taics 
might then be safely done away with (load ap- 
plause). In alluding to the Scab Aat, he was of 
opinion that its msin provision was a true class-tax, 
and not at all of the same nalurs as assessment. The 
Utter fell equatly onall ; tho BcaVtsx on certain parties 
more heavily lhan on others. When he (Mr. II.) found 
that the general re vonuohnd toboroueheduponto suppl y 
deficiencies, ho couid not agree with this view. And, 
as he did not think the general revenue should be con- 
nected with an cspeneB which, however necessary, 
waa still for the benefit cf a ctaBS, and that the country 
might often suuer unjustly through the careressne ss of 
individuals, he thcrcibro supported a continuance of 
lho scab-tax. At present a great loss was sustained 
by tho snsolnto destruction of diseased- sheep without 
preserving anything whatever by whioh the loss might 
lo diminished. Ho hoped that during next bcsbioH 
some- alteration would take place. Ho thought a 
benefit would be gained by giving those general in- 
spectors of aheep— gentlemen who were usually not 
ovcrbnrthencd a-ith too much work (laughter/ -^charge 
of all diaeased sheep of which they miaht receive a 
report. The aheep mad not then be uselessly 
destroyed, for a great flaying could be effected 
In preserving the laillow, and by fellmoaopiriug, &o, 
(Heir, hear,) The disease, no doubt, ought to bo eat- 
tirpated, if possible, but at as little cost to thoso who 
paid the tax ss could be devised. Ho would noir 
rcfatoavsry Important topus— what was gcnerslly 
tjuojtioo, (Hear, bear.)

to believe that the southern boundary of alorsion Bay 
would nol be axsd until artcr ths petition! nmt from 
this colony had brcn fully considered by the homo 
Government. (Loud chsers.) He would now talie 
the opportunity of oslliag their attention to tlie suto 
eflbc read from Armtnaie to Grafton. Lost session 
ho had urged upon the Government the strong neces- 
sity of placing iSOO on Ihe Supplenuatnry Estimates, 
for ths repair of that road, Il was done, and (he mm 
voted, but not done without a alroke, Tha monoy 
had lain £n the Treasury ever since, and 
lho inhabitants or Armtdale had only 
themselves to "blame that it had not 
been long sinca expended for the purpose tovrarda 
which, it was voted . He hoped they would thick o ver 
this matter, and hare aomathing tangible ln the war of 
tenders or proposals, so thilha might like them down 
with him and hand them to tho Government. And 
they might dopond upon his (Mr. H,'s) support of any 
reasonable plan, but let il be done quickly. The roads 
wcro bad and carriage high, but calling to awonlea 
would not benefit them if they did not kelp ihrtm- 
aolves, [Laughter and cheers,) Ho regretted that 
ths district courts ware not yet established, but ton 
postponement of the bill would probably ensure a bet, 
ter measure ; and ho had no dsabl that Armidalc 
would receive one of these courts, (Oncers.) He 
weald state that ho had entered tho Assembly know- 
ing that ho had much to learn, and be had 
certainly acquired sorao experience since. 
Ho hnd never shrunk from full responsibility ef the 
division lists, as they were no doubt aware- And, . 
since he entered lho Assembly, what had been doner

Aksiotis to commence hie new journey essi- 
tmd, Dr. Livingston resolved not to remain at 
Liofantt Icm|{or than necessary, yet Hourly two. 
months elapsed before his preparations could be 
t^mpleted, 'But whatever Dlse might have been 
waning, there lack of volunteers for the 

taw expedition. The reports made by bil com-' 
eiuiottt to Loimb, and the desire to findapn- 
jige to the const, prompted nttta few to offer 
their service's- When, therefore, he was ready 
to jet oiit, no less than 114 picked men were 
hippy to entrust themseves to his guidance. 
Thin will appear the mors remarkable, when we 
mollect that put of the proposed journey lay 
through a reglon'tram which the Makololo lad 
ml long before been expelled by thalr powerful 
Foes the Matilels, whose tarritoryl governed by 
Hoeelekstsc, stretched along to the 7 south at the 
fcipbeie^ apon the northern bank at which our 
(risnd proposed to travel. He and his attend ■ 
lata, however, had nothing to feat from the 
precis through whose country they would pass 
Mm the early part of their journey. These 
mite Mikoialo, the subjects of Sckeletu, and the 
friends of the Missionary. 

As it will enable our readers the better to 
itiliia Dr. LivingaWe circumstances wtilo 
prOJOoulinn his journey eastward, wa shall here 
briefly notice a lew of the characteristics of tne 
people among whom he travelled. As pre' 
viaualy explained, the Wnltololu are a mixed 
lice. One portion of them, now reduced 
if tie pestilential c'imnts to a email remnant,' 
oigratcd not many years since from the 
dry and more salubrious regions adja- 
cent to the Laiiari, or, as it frequently termed, 
Las Kalahari desert. They arc composed of 
tribes of Bcchuanne, and; providentially as we 
believe it will soon appear, they have introduced 
the Bilchnina. — that language in which, chiefly 
by the persevering labours of Moffat, nearly the 
satire Scriptures are now printed. Although 
ttt inferior in numbers to the race in whose ter- 
ritory they found a refuge, end known to he's 
rMCunred and expatriated people, they hare 
nevertheless gained for themselves hoth political 
■ad moral ascendancy, and are now the actrnow- 
Itdged aristocracy and rulers of the previous pos- 
(asiors of the soil. Hence the Sitchusns has 
bicome the classic tongue, the court language of 
taBMokololo^a circumstance which not only fa- 
cilitated out traveller's intercourse with them, but 
watoh constitutes an important preparation fur 
their reception of the Gospel. But, while those 
Bfchuanaj form n most influential aection of the 
Maknlolo, the biilk ef (hat nation, coneiste of a 
fins, athletic, and fkilfnl race of negroes. " And 
during Dr, Liiingi. ton's descent along the Zam- 
Isee, it was: with a tribe of these negroes (the 
Balondo) that ho chiefly came into contact. 
Through the country north of that river, , he 
found them very numerous, but living in .small 
communities; and as the fly prevents pastoral 
pursuits,, they ievotB themselves, apparently 
»ilh great interest and even (blight, to agricul- 
ture. ^ As he.pae.scd .their villages, ;the . evidence 
cf their industry . constantly met bis nyfl. Upon 
ewiy hand he ; saw men, women, and 
'Guddron assiduously working in, tbsii 
gaidens, ' cultiifatinjt maito, Caffrei c'bxn, : 
nillef, heans, pumpkins, rice, &c., which, par- 
(ioularlyupbn the low grounds, which are an- 
nually flooded by the Zimbeie, yield a large 
return for ■ comparatively little labour. Oil 
piniag a niare iutiniite acquaintance «ith thoir 
social aiare/noT traveller was specially struck, 
with one, prevailing peculiarity— the positioo 
Hid even power of th e 1 women. Aa a rule it' hae 
bees found that heathen inm deprives woman of 
hii rightful status in society, and dooma her to 
drudgery and degradation. It is so with the 
Cafires anji: Dthcr, natives of the south with 
whom cur (mvellor waa most familiar. He was 
lot prepared, therefore, either by reading or 6b- 
isrvaticn, to flnd'flniongst a heathen and very 
-••fwntitiHu ^.^cjpls, the relative position 
cf man i and [wom=m roversed ; end. so 
strange did ibis . appear, that not unlil his 
observationa upon 1 the point lad been con-' 
Armed by the Portuguese, did he feel assured or 
tie fact. That tha women .ahouli ait in the 
councils el the.nalion ; that a young m»n, on 
entering the i matrimonii^! state, should be cofn- 
pelled to rem'ove from t is own village to. that of 
hii wife ; tWit lo forrnlnEr tlis ralalion, he shoulq 
tied himself, to nrrnvide Uor matv er w jth flr'cwocid 
si long as, 'lie old lady lived ; thatM, a ^ife a i one 
could divorce tho . husband, and tt..t ( j a t h a

tha erioera audi gibes of rnen on" the ■ one hand, 
but, alas ! on 1 the other, cheered by the sym- 
pathy 1 and by such exhortations as M Serves hin\ 
right," Qiva it tb hirn Bjtaln,!' from members 
of her own gentle sex. "The first time," Dr, 
Livingstone any*, 11 1 ever saw it, vras in the 
Case of a great masculine creature, and a withered 
scraggy old man, ]nnd having bean graceless 
enough to laugh, ,ahe' odiild not help jpining, to 
the great scandal of young Africa," 

Unlike all the other South African tribes 
known to Dr, Livingston, these negroes are 
devoted idolaters. As he passed along their 
principal roads, he savr pathway* leading 
outof.thena to spots cdnseorated to spirits 
worship in ' the 'dark recesses of their forests. 
To these, spots they freujitently repair, and as 
they ascribe r disease or calamity to the angry 
shades of their departed relatives, they make 
frequent offerings of food and other things 
witti u view to propitiate them ■ but unseen 
beings: ire not the only objects of their 
idolatry^ Dr. Itvingston saw others the work of 
their own hands, a "block of wood, with a 
cough human head carved upon it, or r n lion 
made of clay, and two shells for eyes, standing 
in a shed. Before these, the people, when un- 
successful; heat n drum rati night. And they 
are otherwise," he adds, "very superstitious. 
They would not eat with us, nor in our Bight. 
They took meat from as, ind ate it at home. 
"Wnen I saw them, nnd thought of the vast 
numhsrs thero are in this land, all living with- 
out God and without hope, I often sat down 
with feelings of despair, ■When will they be 
supplied with the Gospel. of Christ?" 

But, whatever he might have seen in 
these children of nature to deplore or to con- 
demn, i their treatment, of himself and his 
companions was uniformly kind. On ap- 
proaching a- village, a messenger generally met 
therewith a polite invitation to enter and to 
select the tree under which they would prefer to 
rest Having availed themselves of the prof- 
fered privilege, the people brought and arranged 
heneath the broad shadows of the tree so many 
or the roofs of. their own dwellings as were 
sufficient to shelter their visitors from the mid- 
day suit and nightly dews. But this was not 
all. "My party," writes Dr. Livingston, 
" were well fed all the way down until we came 
to Teto. And they always gave gracefully, 
oftsn with an apology that want of time pre- 
vented (hem making more food ready, and be- 
lieved our statement of having nothing to offer 
in return," . 

But, greatly aa the travellers were in- 
debted , to - their friends, tboy were not de- 
pendant on them. '• Much of the country 
through which they passed literally swarmed 
with large game ; the troops of elephanis espe- 
cially far esceeding snyihing of which Dr. 
Livingston hfid previonsly hesrd or conceived. 
To the 'natives these creatures proved! a grco>t 
peat, and, if disturbed whi 1 eating pumpkins, 
or other produce, they wo ;ld follow the dis- 
turbers,! demolish the dwelling into which they 
had fled, and not unfrequently kill them. Dr. 
Livingston's party had ofien to shout to the 
elephants in their path to get them out of tho 
way, ' and they shot great numbers of their 
young for food ; but these formidable creatures 
were. often dangerous, as, .when alarmed, they 
would niere into the miietr of tho travellere. 
Bar, in^ addition to elephants, Dr. Livingston 
found this extended and well- watered region 
peopled everywhere with buflMoes, giraffes, 
zebras, lantelopes, and pigs. Referring, only 
to one species, the beautiful spring-hok, he 
writes': j"I could form no idea of the number 
of these lovely animals I sew in actual migr*. 
lion. .1 can compare them to locusts' alone ; for 
as far ss the eye could reeeh they appeared a 
tremulous mass, sometimes in sprinklings, and 
at other times in dense crowds, upon a plain six 
or seven miles lonff, by three or four broad." At 
times; .when Dr. Livingston had gone! out to 
obtatn.game for his party, and had laid himseir 
down upon some grassy bank watching, rifle in 
hand, the wild creatures thickly scattered over 
their native pastures; their exquisite form?, their 
graceful motions, their 'unsuspicious confidence, 
the free and apparently joyous life they led us 
they browsed qr gambolled upon the rich bunks 
of tho bright Tiver, whose course he was tracking 
,to the' sea, the beauty of the spectacle has so 
entranced him' as to deprive him of tho power 
of .firing a single shot, and, rather than in- 
troduce; disorder nnd death into a scone ao fair 
arid bo replete with evidence of tha great 
Creator's bouateouaness, .he has returned 
empty-handed to his people. But the daily 
wants of his numerous companions would not 
allow our friend to yield very frequently to such 
annieble eanttmentaliem or compunctious visit- 
ing.

It woald be neither interesting nor tteefiuVin 
a brief sketch like the present, to arosrd our 
pagee with the strange names and with the, 
latitudes and longitudes of the numerous poiir, 
tions determined by Dr, Livingston in this 
journey. Passing over, therefore, those that 
were intermediate hetween Secheke and Mosio- 
tuaya Falls, we would direct -attention to the 
latter as the most striking object which he met 
with in Africa. They occur in the most southerly 
part of the 2imbose, and oar artist has marked 
iheir-position on the map. That position la about 
17 deg. SI min, 8. 1st., 28 dog. 6 min, E long. 
Although previously unvisited by any European, 
Dr. livingstons had often heard of thess 
" smoke-resonoding falls," which, witb pojnte 
of atiikiag difference from Niagara, are, if .pos- 
sible, more remarkable and not less sublime 
than that noble cataract. He was, therefore, 
anxious to inspect them, and on the 20lh of ?To- 
vember he reached Kalai, a place eight miles 
weat of the Falls. On arriving at the latter, ha 
found that this natural phenomenon wae caused 
by the sadden oenlrantion, or rather c ompres- 
sion, of the river, here aboat 1000 yards broad, 
which urges its ponderous mass through a nar- 
row rent in the haaaUic rock, of not mote 
than twenty-Eve yards, and down a deep cloft, 
but a little wider, into a basin or trough about 
thirty yards in diameter, lying at a depth of 
about thirty-five yards. Into this narrow 
receptacle the vast river precipitated itself. 
When Dr. Livingstin visited the spot, 
the Zambeso flowed i through its .nar- 
rowest channel, and its waters wots at 
their lowest. Tho effect, however, of its sudden 
contraction nnd fall was in the highest degree 
sublime, and, from the point at which he sur- 
veyed it, appalling. For, not salisGod with a 
distant view of the opening through its rooky 
harrier, and of the columns of vapour rushing 
up for 300 to 100 feel,, forming a spreading 
cloud, and then falling in perpetual rain, he en- 
gaged a native, with. norvoi na strong as his. own, 
and expert in the management of the canoe, to 
paddle him down the liver, here heaving, eddy- 
ing, and fretting aa if reluctmt to approach the 
gorge, and hurl itself down the precipice, to an 
islet immediately abjve tha fall, and from oaa 
point of which he could look over its adgs into 
the foaming cauldron below.msrk the mad whirl 
of its waters, and stand in the very focus of its 
vapoury columns and its deafening roar. But 
unique and magnificent as was the cataract when 
Dr, Livingston beheld it, the reports of others, 
and the inference drawn by himself, satisfied 
him that the spectacle was tame compared with 
what occurs during tho rainy season, when the 
river flows between banks many miles apart, 
end still forces its augmented waters through 
the same fissure into the same trough. At these 
times the columns of spray may be seen, and the 
eouad heard, ten or twelve miles distant. After 
entering this chasm the river changes its course, 
foams and raves along through & narrow channel 
amongst tree-coverod hills, and then, emerging 
from its confines, it spreads out again, and flows 
onwatd to the N.N.D, a brond placid stream, 
until it reaches latitude 15 deg. 37 rain, 8. 

Some of our readers will doubtless re- 
member the deeply interesting visit paid by 
the Hov. B.. Moffat to Mosolekatss, in 1854, 
and that one object of that visit was to convey 
various communications and supplies for Dr. 
Livingston to some pointin his proposed jnuvney 
eastward!. . That object was finally accomplished 
by Moselekitae, who appelated twenty of his 
men, ivilh an officer, to carry on. foot seventeen 
boxes, and other packages, to tha south bank 
of the Zimbese. Whcn'the party errived there 
with their treasure, Ihey hailed the Makololo on 
the opposite ahote, informed, them -of the pur- 
pose or their visit, and invited them t» take charge 
of wbst they had brought for " tho Doctor'^the 
name by which our . friend was best known in 
Africa. Baspecting treachery, the Makololo at 
first declined In consequence, the MaUbelelcft 
the supplies upon tho bank of the river, and de- 
volved upon .their suspicious neighbours 
the responsibility of i keeping them 
eafely. After the Ma,tahe!e had. left, 
the Makololo crossed the Zimbese, 
cemveyed the packages to au- island, protected 
tbeni from .the weather, and in that state Dr. 

Livingston found them, mora than a yejr after- 
wards, in perfsot safety; It is possible that the 
rear lost " the Doctor's property might have' a 
bewitching power had its influence' upon the 
honesty, of the Makololo ; but bs that as it may, 
not aa article was .pillaged, and when _ Dr. 
Livingston approached tho falls just described, 
his heart was cheered with the hooks, letters, 
and other, to hSm_, invaluable supplies which 
now greeted his arrival.' 

.'After the survey of Cd.tnrs.cr, Dr. Livingston 
retraced his steps for eight miles to Kalat'-Thvi 
is an island on the Zimbese, and renowned, as 
the mausoleum of a once powerful chief, named 
Sikolo. Our friend visited the spot, end found 
no less than seventy large elephants' tusks 
around, his grave, and thirty more over 
the graves of his relations. The 
.people ruled by Sekoto were amongst 
the most degraded barbarians of South Africa. 
Human skulls were their .mo*t ptecloua orna- 
ments. Dr. Livingston counted between fifty 
and sixty mounted upon poles in a single village. 
And so eagerly were they coveted, that- strangers 
were often murdered solely to add to their num- 
ber. But some time before our friend's visit, 
Sshitoanc had deetiojed.,|or.' driven out those 
savages, nnd by so doing had rendered an 
important service to the surrounding tribes. 
Had he not done this, It is very doubtful 
whether our friend could have traversed their 
territory,' .1 .,"iixt ;- '■_■-'■"■■" -';' 

Awate that much, of ...thai, country from the 
falls to tha river Kufut waa very Tocky, espe- 
cially in a part called (he Kiei'ICisi Hills, .and 
also that it _ .wss. ;, inreatei : ,,,^th " tistae, Dr.

.too, at the , junction of the Eafue with 
tha Zimbese, the vegetation differs from that 
which i characterises the lowlands about Llnyanti 
aud Secheke; but. the most imporiant fact is, 
(hit, this is : the commencement of a healthy 
district stretehing eastward to Tate. Of all his 
discoveries,,. Dr. Livingston regarded this with 
the deepest, interest, for he saw at once how 
pregnant it waa with momentous consequences 
to the. countless myriads of Africa. It was, 
moreover, the great object of which, Ihroaab, 
nearly! six years of .privation, toEE, and suffer- 
ing, -ha and been in .quest. On the western 
ridge, indeed, he had traversed a district, both 
aalubrtoas and productive ; - but the difficulty of 
reaohinf it from the coast rendered it an unfit 
centre ; for missionary, enterprise. lint it was 
otherwise with the region he had now reached. 
Thaiijjli be had -not yet traced. the Zimbese to 
the bcesuvhis inquiries and his reasonings upon 
the point warranted the conclusion, that it would 
furnish a comparatively oisy pathway into the 
interior. Filled with gladness and hops, and 
within i sight of tha noble- stream, whose broad 
bright, waters, winding through the rich ex- 
panded Valley 'on his right, imparted life and 
loyelinesa to the scenery, while it nourished 
countless multitudes of crenturca (called "wild" 
by us, but scarcely meriting that name. in the 
regions they have so abundantly peopled and ao 
long possessed), our traveller pursued his ele- 
vated and pleasant path. - 

The high ground oyer which Dr. Livingston 
now. journeyed was the region in which, after 
their 'migration from the south, the Mokololo 
first settled, having . subdued the negro races, 
the previous possessors of the soil, sinco amal- 
gamated with their conquerors. Here, the fatal 
fever which . had decimated them since they 
sought o, refuge among the reedy valleys and 
malarious swamps of the Chobeand the Secheke, 
was scarcely known ; and to this favoured dis- 
trict would they joyfally return, coutd they do 
so with safety. But, as already explnirisd, this 
wae prevented by the vicinity of ths Matabele, 
who people the aountry to the south of the Z im- 
bese. Our traveller . clearly aaw, however, that 
if he. and his family could d well amongst the 
"Mokololo, they might re-occupy this splendid 
region in security, as Mosslekalse would- never 
make war , upon :a people with whom dwelt a 
daughter" of his friand MoiTit. 

The ridge of which we now write, unlike- 
the tower grounds, is marked by the absence of 
forEst and marsh. The country is open and uu-' 
dutatiog, carpeted with short grass, somewhat 
resembling an extended lawn or patk. It is 
peculiarly fitted both for pastoral and agricul- 
tural pursuits, for it grows wheat of superior 
quality and abundant yield, with other cereals, 
and excellent roots in groat variety.' ■ 

These natural features and capabilities of the 
fine, fertile, and healthy region to which .we have 
now accompanied our friend, possess a peculiar 
interest front the oiroum statics that, if a Mission 
is formed among the Makololo (a consummation 
which.we dd not dottbt will be renlissed), its po- 
sition : must be filed upon same part of this 
ridge. . 

Inhaling health, and cheered with the thought 
that lie: wits now advancing near to tho ter- 
mination . of - his ■ Jong wanderings. Dr. 
Li sdngsbon pursued ' his way, until he reached 
ths pbinltAt which another large tributary, the 
Loangiii, j pours its ample volume into the 
Zambeae. Here he met with the first traces of 
EUTopearte-; hat they weTe traces merely— me- 
moriels of- a byegone age. They consisted of 
some iu^isof ah old and long-deseTtad Porta, 
guese^town, called ZumfaD, or, Jumbo. Formerly 
thie .was 1 the -most westerly occupation of that 
nation j jbut formuny years the tide of civiliza- 
tion, whrch had, risen :flo!far, has receded, to the 
east, and Teto has taken its place. " 

After leaving\Zumbo, Dr. Livingston,. though 
still on high ground, had to pursue his cburss 
through a much more difflcult country than that 
he had just before traversed, and under pecu- 
liarly trying circumstances. He was no longer 
where the people thought a " Mi^ionary was 
notjs.; thin s _ to. be kilted," but among tribes 
strsingB to him as he was to therh. And they were 
the mors; to.be .dreaded because, unknown -to 
Dr. Livingston, they were then at war with the 
Portugese, a.amall oniony of whom they had' for 
two years besieged in Tete. They hid, mora- 
over,.no canoes, and, even if they had possessed 
them, the rapids hot ween Znmbo and Tote 
would have precluded their use for any great dis- 
tance in, tbial parfof : tbi Zimbeae. Lions also 
were favfjured, and all but deified era attires ; for 
the natives would not' 'kill them, and, although 
they could not 'trust, themselves to their clemency 
by night, jnnd therefore slept in trees, by day, 
when any, were sight, they would npproach'them, 
.thoughrat a-respsctful' distance,- clapping their 
hands'in token of veneration. Ani, to complete 
tha sum of our friend's discomfort, he was' how 
without' 1 an ox. -It will not appear 
wonderful, ..therefore", and especially if we 
recall the -treatment - ho- had received from 
the natives of the west, when he reached a simi- 
lar position relativsty to ' tbe Vortuguese eettle- 
ment oa F theoppoeitecdset,tliat he should deem it 
necessary; to proceed with caution, alniosl 
amounting to stealth, in order to' avoid collision 
with'the' ferocious and formidable bands who 
roerned uncontrolled over this region. "It'wlg 
,not. likely,". Hb' writes, " I should know our 
courss well, for the country there is covered 
with shingle iaed gravel, bushes, trees, and 
grass,- and we ware often without path, skulk- 
ing out B f the way of villages where we were ex- 
pected 'to pay after the pulse was empty. It 
was excessively hot and steamy; ths eyes had 
always tij "be fixed on the ground to avoid belng 
tnpped. After that, I eay, let those who 'delight 
m pedeetnanisih cojoy themselves. It is good 
for obesify, bat for me, who had become nslean 
aa a.latK; the only good I saw in it was to 
enable an ionest sort of fellow to lealiKo com- 
pletely the idea of the treadmill." - 

On first coining into contact -with tha natives 
of this dUlnct. they mlstoolt Dr. Livingston for 
a Portuguese, and would have nttacked his party 
had thay. not" been undeceived. When, however, 
they learnt; that he was. an Englishman, : they 
regarded , him with, widely different feelings, 
as a ; meniber of " the'nalioa' thaUoves 'n black

Portugese hospitality, and, with the exception 
of the bed in which he alepfnt Loanda. after 
lying six months apon the damp ground, he 
never realised . mors refreshment than from 
this welcome meal. Indeed, it so renewed 
hie strength as to enable him, without any 
further sense of fatigue, at Once to push on 
and complete the journey. This was done 
on the lai of. March, 1B56. The Governor of 
Tele, Major Sicard, received him with the 
utmost cordiality ; and, having ascertained that 
the season would not permit him safely to sail 
down the unhealthy delta of the Zimbese, our 
friend accepted the proffered hospitality of his 
kind host, and for a time took up hie abode in 
this place. a 

But while at Tete he was not unobservant nor 
idle. One thing particularly struck, and ever 
affected him : the noble river, so long the com- 
panion of hit travel, here, in a narrow part of it, 
1000 yards broad, and capable of bearing fleets 
end merchandise up to the ports of.tlie interior, 
flowing from hence 300 miles idly towards the 
ocean. As h* surveyed tho region. around him, 
he ascertained that Tete stood in the centre of 
an extenaive coal-field, two seams of which (one 
of there fifty-eight inches thick) ho dieenvsred in 
the bank of of a river, which here falls into the 
Zimoese. At another place, named Chi- 
cova, ha found two other ejarna, and it was 
reported that silver was also obtained here ; 
but this statement he was unable , to verify. It 
had, however, . long! been kuown that. a Large 
gold-producing district (which partly surrounded 
the coal-field) formerly yielded as much ss 130 
lbs. a-year, hut was now comparatively unpro- 
ductive, becease it was hut partially and in- 
efficiently .worked. The -precious metal has 
hitherto only been sought for on tha surface, 
where, however, in some districts' it is found in 
pieces as large ne graiiiB of wheat. There i* 
therefore, a very reason . to infer that, by pro- 
cesses and machinery such as are employed in 
Australia and California, the retain would be 
considerable. Iron also, arid of a quality equal 
to the finest produced in Sweden,' is, abundant 
hero; and this, without, paddling or Bessemere's 
patent, is so tough and fibrous .. (hat 
Dr, Livingston says he has repeatedly seen ths 
spear heads' of the natives, when they have 
been hurled. against the. impenetrable crania of 
hippopotami, coiled round like the proboscis of 
a butterfly, nnd then beat out again with stones 
into their previous state without the 'slightest 
injury. 

Besides the vegetable productions found here, 
in common with' other districts through which 
Dr. Livingston had passed, we may mention as 
amongst the most important of thoBe that are 
either. peculiar to (he locality or yeTy abundant 
in it, senna and cinchona. There are also nume- 
rous fibtons plants, and a species of cotton which 
grows 1 wild in great abundance, and which, 
under proper cultivation, woll ld doubtless yield 
a good return for capital and labour. Sugar 
and indigo, moreover, are in di gen que to. the 
country, and might be raised to almost any 
extent. The Makololo had, no idea of the 
Tact, that tho' cane with which tbey were so^ 
familiar could be ttiade to yield its crystal jze.d'. 
sweets ; and 3c1[o]etu, animus to secure this, 
entrusted our traveller with a. large number of 
elephants' .tasks with which to purchase. the. re T 
quired, machinery. In 'addition to. the mineral 
and vegetable wealth of the regions he. his tra- 
versed, Dr. Livingston mentions beeswax. He 
.says, that on .passing through the country, the. 
traveller is constantly, addressed 'by t^e 'inviting 
note of the honey-ibird, cV,i;n«.riins't» f»!J»w it 
to. the nests of the bee, but that; the natives, 
while rifling, the combs of its' sweets', throw away 
the wax, which might become an^ article of 
profitab1e.,coinmerce. , \ ' ;■ y "" ' , - 

-Bat ignorance. is not the. sole cause of the 
waste and. want which prevail in a region 
whose productions, and position: would eeain 
to have marked it out for .eminence. Ths' 
chief cause must be traced to- the. ilive-tradB, 
once so rife in fias tern. Africa. "Tiie re- 
wloval of this unnatural stimulus,", writes 
Dr, Livingston, " hae been followed by a state 
of collapse.' '-. .' .. It makes t one melan- 
choly to look at. the state of this, fine fertile 

eouulry." . ^ J. . ...' . .',. 

: As soon as the season permitted, Dr. Living- 
ston resumed his journey to the coast. But. at 
Tete lis left the Makololo, .whose faithful ser. 
vice e had .bsetij of so much value through his 
long journey,J, promising to rejoin them, in the 
following yen. „ IJor was there any risk in 
throwing these, natives upon their own resources, 
as the surprising boldness. end dexterity of some 
in hunting elephants, which, ato and Tete are 
almost innumerable, and the patient, plodding 
industry of others, woald '. secure for them a 
competent , subsistence: until, his return. Dr. 
Livingston, however, bad etill before him a 
journey of 300 .miles through the pestilential

The Makololo, of 
course, accompanied his. friend, But as the 
boat rose and flunk with each billow, he turned 
to Dr. Livingston, and with a look and tone in- 
dicative pf no ordinary excitement, not unmixed 
with, alarm, said, 'tis Ms the way you go?" 
Though repeatedly assured that they were ap- 
proaehiriE the' ship, he of tea reaewed the ques- 
tion. At length ithey were on board, and set 
siil fdr'.the Mauritius. B ut the strain put upon 
the mind of this untutored African by the many 
novelties which, in rapid "succession, filled 
him with -wonder or fear, proved too 
much for hie faculties j and when, 
on entering the harboor of St. Louis, 
he saw a .steamer in motion, reason reeled, 
end, in a fit^f temporary insanity, . he flung 
himself into the sea and perished. .

And we rejoice lo hear that 
as such he is again going to the region he has
